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Applicant's arguments filed 11/7/2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that Yee reference does not teach the module attached to a database (Remarks, last incomplete paragraph page 2 
continue to page 3). In response, Figs. 2 and 4a from Yee reference clearly detail the module 200 connecting to database 140 via engine 
180. The reference meets the limitation as claimed. 

Applicant argued that Yee reference does not teach message identification and metadata (Remarks, first and second complete 
paragraphs page 3). In response, beside the cited portions above regarding these limitations, Yee further teaches (line 16 column :19 to 
line 29 column 20) the structure of a message sending within the system wherein the message comprises data and sections that are 
used to identify the message. The reference meets the limitation as claimed. 
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
